Oyster Stew. 


The books oct by that old mas 
ter, Jessup Whitehead, are always de- 
lightful reading, and that part of 

“The American Cook” which treats 
ot oysters and some of the other sea 
foods is not the least attractive sec: 
tion, One of the t ings that Mr. 
Whitehead says is t “The only 
really national soup of this country is 
the oyster stew." 

Mr. Whitehead gives recipes for milk 
stew, plain stéw, dry stew, and Boston 
fancy stew. For the milk stew he says: 
“Cook the oysters and the milk in 
separate saucepans. Dip the oysters 
from the saucepan into the bowl, add 
a ladleful ot milk and a small piece of 
fresh butter. Serve crackers, butter, 
and shredded cabbage separately witn 
the stew.” 

And then he adds: Oysters do not 
always curdle the milk when boiled 


they may, so the rule is not to run any 
risk. Besides, to cook the oysters in 
the milk, although good for flavor, 
always makes a dingy looking stew 
with a scum on top. To obtain the 
best quality and appearance boil some 


ready for orders. As it reaches the 
boiling point the scum on the top can 
be skimmed off, and after that pour it 
through a fine strainer into a clean 
saucepan and you have the oyster es- 


sence clear and ready for use without;

Account for 
Child’s Satety 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 


Responsibility for the safety of Chi- 
cago children is placed directly on the 
motorist by a recent judicial confirma- 
tion of an older Chicago Municipal 
court decision. In the decision it was 
held that a child six years of age or 
under cannot be guilty of contributory 
negligence on any public street or 
highway, because it is not responsible 
for its own actions, and that blame 
for any accident’ to children of this 
glass rests squarely on the drivers 
shoulders. 


The decision has pot to increase the 


efforts of Chicago traffic agencies toward safe 
driving. They are urging the use of anti- 
ekid chains whenever the pavement is wet 
or slippery and renewed attention in public 
schools and motor organizations to safety 
education both for children and motorists. 
' > 
During 1924. the Chicago Motor club re- 


ports, 201 children under the age of sixteen 
were killed by automobiles in Cook county. 
One hundred and forty-eight were boys and 


fifty-three were girls. Of these accidents, 125 
occurred in the middle of the block, 8 in 
alleys, and 68 at street intersections. A 
total of 190 occurred in ordinary’ § city 
streets, 2 in parks, 3 on country roads, and 
‘but 6 on boulevards.

The club points out that 38 children six 
years of age or under were killed during the 
year, but at seven the number dropped to 
19. indicating that the safety classes during 
the fi year in public schools brought im- 
mediate results. The figures also prove that 
on Chicago boulevards and those of suburban 
towns, where traffic is protected by stop 
signs, automatic lights, and modern regula- 
tions, and also where it proceeds swiftly, 
but six children met death, while the vast 
majority of accidents happened on the un-
